And whereas the Truſtees, appointed by the 
{aid Act, have, upon the Credit thereof, for the Purpoſes therein mentioned, 
laid out and expended the Sum of Three Thouſand Five Hundred Pounds, and 
upwards, over and above all Monies Collected at the Turnpikes. Which great 
Expence hath been occaſioned by the Extraordinary Ruin of the ſaid Roads, 
and the great Length thereof. And although great Progreſs hath been made 
therein, yet the ſaid Roads cannot be effectually Amended and Repaired, 


according to the true Intent of the ſaid Act, nor the Monies Advanced upon 


the Credit thereof be repaid, unleſs the Term thereby granted be enlarged, 
and the ſaid Act made more Effectual. | | 


Man it therefore pleaſe Your Moſt Excellent Majeſty, That it may be 


Enacted; And be it Enacted by the King's Moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and 
with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and

or Road, and there to receive and take ſuch Toll, as is appointed by the ſaid

And be it further Enacted, That it ſhall be Lawtul for the ſaid Truſtees, 
or any of them, from time to time, during the Continuance 
'of . and the ſaid former Act, to Compound, or Agree with any of the 
Pariſhes, to which the ſaid Road or Highway doth belong, for a certain 
Sum of Money, or otherwiſe by the Year, as the ſaid Truſtees, or any 

of them ſhall think reaſonable, in Lien of the Statute-Work 
to be done by ſuch Pariſh or Pariſhes, as aforeſaid. 


And for Prevention of Differences, which may ariſe between the ſaid Truſtees, 


and the Surveyors of the Highways for the ſeveral Pariſhes through which 
the ſaid Road or Highway. doth lead, tonching what Part of rhe Statute-

And be it enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may be 
Lawful to, and for the Truſtees Appointed by this and the ſaid former Act, 
or any” of them, from time to time to remove and prevent Annoy- 
ances on the ſaid Road or Highway, by Filth, Dung or Rubbiſh, or by Noy- 
{om or Injurious Sinks, or Drains, running into the ſaid Road or Highway, 
And to Cleanſe any Ditch or Water-Courſe adjacent or adjoyning to the ſaid 
Road or Highway (the Owner or Occupier thereof Neglecting ſo to do by 
the Space of Þ Days, after Notice in Writing given for that Pur- 
poſe, under the Hands of the ſaid Truſtees, or any - of them) the. 
Charges whereof mall be Reimburſed to the ſaid Truſtees in ſuch Manner as 
the Charges of Surveyors of the Highways are by Law appointed to be 
Reimburſed. . 5: | 

And be it Enacted, That if after Amoval of ſuch Annoyance, any Perſon 


or Perſons thall again Offend in the like Kind, every ſuch Perſon fo Offending, 
and being thereot Convicted upon Oath before

And whereas by the ſaid former Act, the Truſtees are Impowered to Dig, 
and Carry away Gravel and other Materials out of the Grounds therein 
mentioned, but not out of Meadow -· Ground, for Prevention of any Diſpute 
that may ariſe, touching ſuch Meadow- Ground, It is hereby Declared, 
That the Meadow- Ground mentioned in the ſaid Act, was and is intended to 
be only ſuch Meadow Ground as lies next Adjoyning to ſome River, and not 
any other Graſs or Paſture-Ground whatſoever. 

And whereas divers of the Truſtees appointed by the ſaid former Act, 
are ſince Dead, To the End that there may be always a ſufficient Number of 


Truſtees, to put as well the ſaid former Act as this preſent Act in Execution, 
Be 1t further Enacted, That 


be, and they are hereby Nominated and Appointed Truſtees, to be added to 
the Truſtees Appointed by the ſaid former Act. And they are hereby Im- 
powered to act and do in as full and ample Manner as the ſaid former 
Truſtees are Impowered by this or the aforeſaid Act. And in Caſe any of 
the Truſtees appointed by this or the ſaid former Act, ſhall happen to die 
before the Expiration of the Term hereby Granted, it ſhall and may be 
Lawful for the Surviving Truſtees, or any of them, from time 
to time, and at all times Curing the Continuance of this or the aforeſaid 
Act, to Elect, Nominate and Appoint ſo many other fit and able Perſons in 
the Room of any of the ſaid Truſtees ſo Dying. And all and every Perſon and 
Perſons fo Elected and Appointed, is and are hereby Impowered to act and 
do, in Putting in Execution this preſent Act and the ſaid former Act, in as 
full and ample Manner as any of the Truſtees before mentioned are Im- 
powered. Provided, That if at any time before the Expiration of the ſaid 
Additional Term of Years hereby Granted, the ſaid Road or 
Highway ſhall be ſufficiently Amended and Repaired, and be ſo adjudged by

upon the Credit of this or the ſaid former Act, with Intereſt for the ſame, 
and the Charges of Paſſing this preſent Act, the Toll before mentioned, and 
all the Powers and Authorities contained in this Act, or the ſaid former Act, 
Mall Ceaſe and Determine, any thing herein, or in the ſaid former Act con- 
tained to the contrary in any wile notwithſtanding. 
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
